For, once American homes have learned how 
open their doors to those who need shelter, 
T any reason, there may be a reawakening of 
at sense of social responsibility which, years 
30, used to be the chief guarantee that no 
ttle child in this nation should ever go 
angry or remain shelterless. 
Perhaps it is because the nation has grown 
big, it may be because of the spread of organ- 
ed charity and relief, but it has rapidly be- 
ae rare for an American home to open its 
dors, cheerfully and without question of cost, 
) the needy stranger on the doorstep. 
If the bringing of refugee children from Eu- 
to American homes starts again that good 
bit of neighborly charity among us, those 
foreigners will have taught America an 
faluable lesson. 
Perhaps, then, there will be no instances like 
which occurred in Atlanta a few nights 
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ago, when a mother, penniless and desperate, 
left her starving children, four of them, at a 
public institution and started to wander away, 
alone, into the night to die wherever she might 


fall from exhaustion. 


Learning How 

Interest of Atlantans—especially Atlanta 
women—in the great work of the American Red 
Cross Society is indicated in the announcement 
that night classes for making surgical dress- 
ings have been inaugurated by the North Side 
unit of the Red Cross, with Mrs. Floyd McRae 
and Mrs. John Appleby in charge. 

The unit is established in the old Hugh In- 
man home, at 850 West Peachtree street. Wom- 
en willing to devote an hour or two to prepar- 
ing bandages are invited to lend their efforts. 

Women of America rendered great service 
in those years when the United States was a 
belligerent nation in the World War. They en- 
gaged in every form of war work available to 
them and their inspiration sent thousands of 
men into uniform. 

This nation is not at war—and God willing, 
it shall never be again. 

But in Europe victims of the war are suf- 
fering. They need the Red Cross, which is doing 
all it can. The Red Cross needs surgical sup- 
plies—including the bandages and dressings 
our women can make. 

The Nazi government has declined to ac- 
cept aid from the American Red Cross, though 
it was offered their sufferers, because the Red 
Cross recognizes no politics—only humanity. 

It is a fine thing that the women of Atlanta 
should devote a few evening hours to making 
bandages. It will bring home to them—and 
through them to the men—that soldiers and 
civilians are suffering and dying. 

All England is engaged in war work. Their 
women have enlisted en masse—for hospitals 
and ambulances or any other service. 

The enemy is not hovering over our country. 
But it is well that we get into training. 


Why Are Some Boys Bad? 


“Let me have about me men that are fat,” 
said Caesar, according to William Shakespeare. 
If “well fed’’ is substituted for “fat,” it be- 
comes plain that the bard of Avon had discover- 
ed, even then, a truth that has but recently 
dawned upon Georgia pedagogues. 

Since the inauguration of the system of 
providing hot lunches and additional food to 
Georgia school children, irrespective of their 
ability to pay, Georgia school teachers have dis- 
covered that a surprisingly high proportion of 
those pupils they had hitherto classified as 
“bad,” were merely hungry, or undernourished. 

In short, a boy with hunger gnawing within 
his anatomy, can’t behave as a perfect little 
gentleman, in school or out. Not even as a 
normal, regular, typical American boy. 

Ill fed, undernourished children must fre- 
quently miss school, because of sickness brought 
on, or encouraged, by lack of proper physical 
stamina. Missing classes they fall further be- 
hind classmates who have already outstripped 
them, also because of that undernourishment 
handicap. A child behind his classes, perplexed 
and resentful, inevitably becomes a problem 
pupil, a “bad boy.” 

Feed your problem pupils and you'll solve 
the problem, in most instances. That is the 
answer. 

Thus the importance of the school lunch 
program and the vital part it must play in 
making a better generation of Georgians, be- 
comes more emphatic than ever before. 

And, is it not possible that many of the so- 
called criminals of adult society would never 
have come under the stern eye of the law had 
they been properly and adequately fed, as chil- 
dren and as grown-ups? 

The French revolution sprang from the hun- 
ger of a starving people. Hitler mounted to 
power in Germany chiefly because the German 
people were on short rations. 

The Roosevelt administration in America 
has done most for the people through its efforts 
to feed the unemployed, to provide “relief” for 
the hungry and the penniless. | 

Perhaps, when man has learned sufficient 
economics that no living human shall ever go 
hungry to bed, most of the social problems will 
thereby be solved.

THE DEBASEMENT OF THE CONVENTION 
SYSTEM 
(From the Baltimore Sun.) 

The records of national conventions in the 
past four decades have not been such as to foster 
confidence in their efficacy as democratic instru- 
ments. Too often the procedure at such gather- 
ings is a cut-and-dried affair under the dictation 
of a small coterie of skillful party manipulators. 
Not all have been as bad as the Republican con- 
vention of 1920, which shut out the ablest men 
in the party and chose Mr. Harding. But by and 
large the convention system seems to have been 
deteriorating. 

The convention system continues to function 
only because of inertia and for lack of a satisfac- 
tory substitute. There was a time, and not so 
many years ago, when it seemed that the disad- 
vantages of the system would be overcome by re- 
course to presidential primaries. But the cost of 
a nation-wide primary campaign proved far too 
large for any except the most lavishly financed 
candidates to participate, and the primary threat- 
ened to develop into a device for selling nomi- 
nations to the highest bidder. So the primary 
began to fall into disuse and the parties were 


thrown back on the three-ring circus procedure 
with the party wheelhorses leading and directing 
the show. 

Merely to recite the facts is to indicate how 
far the debasement of the convention system has 
proceeded and how desirable are reforms to re-

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THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


FLAT PLEDGE AGAINST WAR CHICAGO, July 17.—The 
President has permitted to 


be included in the Democratic platform, on which he will stand 
for re-election, something very close to a flat pledge against in- 
volvement in all foreign wars. The language is almost precisely the 
same as the language which men fair-minded enough to support the 
President's foreign policy, fought hard to keep out of the Repub- 
lican platform at Philadelphia. The Democrats have managed to 
out-promise the Republicans agzin. 

Of course, taking the entire foreign relations plank and regard- 
ing it as a whole, it is a fairly coherent, if somewhat weasel- 
worded, affirmation of the President’s foreign policy. But it is an 
extraordinary thing that the President was willing to allow the 
isolationists the triumph of the sentence, “We will not send our 
army, naval or air forces to fight in foreign lands except in case 
of attack.” 

During the very weekend of the outbreak of war last Septem- 
ber the President wrestled with his conscience for nearly two days 
before he would go so far as to include in his address to the nation 
a promise that no American “armies” would be sent abroad. He 
told his advisers, who urged some soothing utterance, that he would 
never fall into Woodrow Wilson’s tragic error in the 1916 election. 
He only agreed to go as far as he went because the military situation 
made it almost impossible that the Allies would ever need more 
than naval and air aid. Throughout the winter, in the entire circle 
of American policy-makers, the proposition was always calmly ac- 
cepted that if the Allies should need help by methods no longer 
short of war, the help would be forthcoming from the United 
States if it was within our power. 


SMALL LOOP-HOLE Now if England should hold out until 


the time when the United States can of- 
fer effective aid, the President may have to explain away his sen- 
tence conceded to the isolationists before he can carry his policy 
into effect. He felt this danger strongly. In the 48 hours before the 
foreign relations plank was adopted, he told one man, urging him to 
resist the isolationists that he would not run if the platform should 
include a straight pledge to peace-at-any-price. To another he said 
“no red-blooded man” could run on such a platform. The pledge 
was slightly modified to read “peace at-any-price except in case of 
attack.” 

The President no doubt now believes he can make an argument 
that an attack has occurred whenever he wishes to act decisively 
in the foreign field. But the delight of the isolationists and the plain 
English of the platform both testify that, for the period of the cam- 
paign at least, the President has been committed to the purely de- 
fensive policy which has already had such sad results abroad. 


THREE ACCIDENTS The White House explanation of the 


platform was somewhat Delphic. The 
platform may not have changed the President’s policy because the 
President planned to jettison the platform. Just conceivably, the 
platform may not have changed the President’s policy because he 
plans to reject renomination. Meanwhile, however, the foreign 
policy plank stands as another specimen of the increditable bungling 
which has marked the whole conduct of this convention. 

Three accidents largely explain it. The first was the assumption 
of the main authority to speak for the President by Secretary of 
Commerce Harry L. Hopkins, a compromiser by nature, ond neither 
a wise nor an experienced politician. The second was the fact that 
such leading isolationists as Senator Burton K. Wheeler, Bennett 
Champ Clark and Pat McCarran were also leading anti-third term- 
ers. And the third was the selection for membership on the resolu- 
tions committee of a large number of leaders of isolationist cast of 
mind. The convention as a whole is not isolationist, as a careful 
poll of the delegates showed. But the resolutions committee was 
packed, chiefly by pure happenstance. 


THIRD TERM SWEEPS ON Because of the three accidents, 
. the problem of the foreign rela- 
tions plank was probably hopeless from the start. Senator Robert 
Wagner, chairman of the resolutions committee, came to Chicago 
with a foreign relations plank written at the White House, which 
already represented a compromise on the President’s part. Senators 
Wheeler, Clark and others wanted much more than the compromise 
offered them. Hopkins, who frankly admitted that his entire au- 
thority was self-assumed, apparently told them they could have most 
of their way and urged Wagner to go along. 

News that Clark and Wheeler had such a promise, whether from 
Hopkins, Wagner ar some one else, leaked out yesterday. The sub- 
committee of the resolutions committee was already in session, and 
Wheeler, the committee chieftain of the isolationists, was fighting 
hard for a plank even stronger than that now approved. His great 
weapon was a resolution condemning the third term, introduced 
by McCarran, which Wheeler, McCarran and their allies threatened 
to take to the convention floor if their foreign relations plank were 
not accepted. During the day the President was warned repeatedly 
of what was up. Two of his replies to these warnings have been 
quoted above it appeared that he would take a strong stand. 

But in the subcommittee’s evening session when secretary of 
Agriculture Henry Wallace offered a substitute foreign relations 
plahk truly expressing the President’s views, he found no organized 
support. The subcommittee session was briefly recessed while 
Wagner retired to telephone for advice—as it was then presumed 
to the President. Wagner then returned, joined the other commit- 
tee members in voting Wallace down and obtained unanimous ap- 
proval of the plank demanded by Wheeler, 


INCREDIBLE ENDING This morning however, when Senator 
James F, Byrnes called the President 
in Washington, he denied that he had been given the substance of 
the plank approved by the resolutions subcommittee, leaving the 
implication that Wagner must have got his O.K. from Hopkins. 
He also asked for certain changes. Byrnes, a member of the full 
committee but not of the subcommittee, joined Senator Claude Pep- 
per of Florida in renewing Wallace’s fight for a different kind of 


plank during today’s meeting. 


Since the President would not take the line, 


I won't,” Byrnes and Pepper 


got only half a dozen votes.

Ordinary Americans, being forced to choose between the people 
of Canada and Australia and the people of Mexico and Cuba, would 
almost unanimously choose the ones who speak English. They are 
our kind dof people. They have customs and ideas like ours. We 
understand them. 

Other people prefer their kind, as we do, and that explains in 
part why Latin Americans feel closer to Europe than to our country. 
People also have a natural fondness for good customers, and Europe 
buys South America’s products—as we cannot because we produce 
the same things. 

There are other reasons to explain the Latins’ preference for 
England and Germany—and every one of them seems an evidence 
of our stupidity. 

The sad truth is that we didn’t think we'd ever need South 
America’s good will. Busy with our own affairs, seldom looking 
beyond our own borders, we simply forgot that such a continent 
existed. 

But our government and some of our people did things that the 
Latins won’t forget—and of course they blame all of us. 

They call us the Colossus of the North, and for generations they 
have lived in dread of our might—often with good reason. 

We have invaded them. We have stolen part of their terri- 
tory. We have loaned them money and used the marines to collect 
it. Our people have engineered revolutions in order to get conces- 
sions. We have exploited their natural resources. Following our 
usual custom of judging each race by its worst specimens, we have 
regarded them as barefoot, illiterate half-breeds, and have treated 
them as inferiors. 

Latin gentlemen like to do business in a leisurely and courtly 
way, and we tried to be short and snappy, while Europeans gave 
them bow for bow. 

But now we learn too late that South America is enormously 
rich and highly civilized and vital to our safety. Once more our 
statesmen have been asleep, and their failure to look into the future 
may bring us close to ruin. 

For much of South America is pro-Nazi or pro-Fascist. Italy 
trained Peru’s army and dominates it. Germany trained the forces 
of Chile and Paraguay and Brazil dominates all of them. The Nazis 
have a good foothold everywhere except in Colombia—the conti- 
nent’s one democracy. .

“It’s been a long time,” remark- 
ed the man who shared my seat 
on the trolley, “since I’ve read a 


good old-fashioned story about a 
hanging—or even an electrocution. 


What’s the matter? Don't they. 


have ’em any more?” 

I was glad to inform him that 
newspapers don’t place as great 
a news value or “reader interest” 
on a detailed story of an execu- 
tion as they once did. Perhaps 
the public has become more sen- 
sible—or less morbid. Readers 
used to “eat up” a good execution 
story written by a star reporter. 

Maybe it’s because we have so 
few really interesting criminals on 
the scaffold or the “hot seat” now- 


adays. Big shots in the gang. 
world who think they can beat. 
their income taxes may go to Al-. 


catraz—but they don’t “fry.” I 
am trying just to get into the spir- 
it of the thing, to adopt the jar- 
gon of the underworld. I’m not 
so good at it, I’ll admit. 

It’s hard to believe that not so 
many years ago a hanging was a 
public spectacle, exceeding in in- 
terest a three-ring circus. ‘The 


gallows was erected on a site: pro- - 


viding plenty of room for specta- 
tors and all the nice folk for miles 
and miles around brought their 
picnic lunches and -prepared for 
a jolly good time. A hanging was 
considered an especially. edifying 
sight for children. It taught them 
not to steal apples or play hookey 
from school. Best of all, a hang- 
ing might provide conversation 
all through the long winter eve- 
nings. Details, especially if some- 
thing went wrong and the sheriff 
had to make two tries, made 
thrilling recitals. 


Strange Desire 

Public executions went out of 
fashion years ago as people be- 
came more civilized. But tickets 
to a private affair always have 
been in big demand. I can’t see 
why. In my varied newspaper 
career I risked my job by refus- 
ing, positively, just two assign- 
ments. One was to write my real 
impressions of an amateur the- 
atrical performance by the smart 
set (this was on an enterprising 
and aggressive paper which went 
bankrupt not long afterward). The 
other was to attend and describe, 
by private wire, the hanging of a 
gentleman who had virtually de- 
capitated his alleged wife with an 
‘old-fashioned razor. In the lat- 
ter instance I went so far as to 
offer to do the society page for a 
couple of days if the society ed- 
itor—a most ferocious lady when 
annoyed, as she usually was— 
would cover the hanging. She 
said she’d love to but there was 
a wedding to describe and she’d 
bought a new hat to wear to it. But 
maybe the city editor would save 
her the next one. 

Some poet—I never can remem- 
ber which—once spoke of a pirate 
as “as mild a mannered man as 
ever cut a throat or scuttled a 
ship.” 

Which starts me thinking of my 
friend Tarleton Collier, just now 
attending, I have heard, a summer 
camp for girls. Yes, I said girls. 
He is—or was—lecturing there. A 
job I'd hesitate to tackle. I never 
did know what to say to girls— 
_in the plural. 

Mr. Collier is no burly giant. 
He is light of step and soft of 
voice and of an apparently timid 
and retiring disposition. He is 
fond of reciting scenes from ‘Ro- 
meo and Juliet,” and I think he 
prefers a lettuce sandwich to raw 
meat. Yet he can rise to an oc- 
casion when pushed. I have 
known him to write an. editorial 
which would take so mich epider- 
mis off.the subject’s anatomy that 
he would go into retirement for 
three months.

A continuing lull in the Battle 
of Britain reflected even in Ger- 
man official versions of its prog- 
ress, marks the end of the first 
month of the conflict. What it

Even the threat of German in-

'menacing for Britons if it were 
delayed until winter storms strike

Hitler Can’t Delay.

'have induced Hitler to withhold 
‘this long. Time works against 
‘him. He dare not risk delay if he

By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK, Tuesday.—I have been watching with the keen- 
est interest the growth of three little robins outside of my bed- 
room wirfdow. I never knew diminutive objects could eat so much 
and grow so fast. The nest seems much too 
small for them. 

This morning one of them is trying his 
wings. He almost flies out, but seems not to 
have the courage at the crucial moment. It re- 
minds me of myself going off the divingboard. 
I long to be able to communicate in some bird 
language telling him that, if he just has self- 
confidence, it will be all right. 

Some unexpected guests dropped in yester- 
day. afternoon and we spent a lazy time sun- 
ning and swimming.

The organization called “Bundles for Britain” is spreading and 
a branch has just been formed in Rhinebeck, N. Y., near us. This 
organization asks American women to send food, clothing, surgical!

I believe we would undercut all loyalty to, and power of Hitler, 
before he could endanger our own welfare.” 

This is the best example of wishful thinking that has come to 
me in some time, and that is why I am giving it to you today, Many 
of us would like to feel that this role was possible. It would-be, 
if there was not one strong victorious nation which already has in 
her power many other weaker nations, and to whom “equal” peace 
would mean compiecte control for herself alone. 

There never would have been a war if the sweet reasonableness 
for which most of us have been hoping for in international affairs 
had existed. Under the present circumstances, all that we can hope 
for is to keep alive in our own nation a desire to establish this kind 
of peace on earth, but to realize that a victorious force with a 
philosophy in back of it, such as is preached in “Mein Kampf,” can 

never be vanquished except by equal force.

a man of moderate means who is trying to take a short vaca- 
tion without going broke. 

Fishing can be expensive or it can be both economical 
and highly productive. 

Scotch angling provides the answer to all problems. It 
does not carry the thrill of trolling for sailfish or dropping 
a hook over the deep-sea snapper banks, but it can be posi- 

tively exhilarating. 

All you need for Scotch fishing is (1) a rod and reel, 
(2) a pair of bathing trunks, and (3) a little patience. 

First of all you ride along the beach until you 
locate a slough, or trough, in the ocean. Better re- 
sults will be obtained at such a spot because the finny 
denizens come in to feed on sand fleas, 

And what do you use for bait? Why, sand fleas. After 
you cache a few fleas in your bait box, you’re ready for some 
serious fishing. 

The procedure is the essence of simplicity. 
wade out into the slough and cast, 
ceed, cast, cast again. 

Heavy breakers may drag you and your line back 

to shore, but if you'll stay in there and pitch your 

reward will be a fine mess of whiting, ranging upward 

from a half pound to a pound and a half. 

And you will have caught fish and had a bath at one 
and the same time. 

This sort of Scotch surf fishing is especially recommended 


for Saturdays. 

Surf Has No Peer ! 14ve no patience with folks 
who insist on sticking to ocean 

piers and complain that the fish aren’t biting. Pier fisher- 

men are lazy, in the first place. They don’t want to get wet, 

in the second place. 

If there is a third place for those who continually com- 
plain, it may be home, sweet home. 

Seriously, you probably will catch more fish from 
the surf if you find the right spot because, as men- 
tioned, whiting, especially, swim in close to shore to 
feed. 

In ocean fishing it is best to forget about fishing calen- 
dars, the moon, barometer readings and all the other things 
which the experts agree are essential for the best results. 

And if the fish are biting, it doesn’t matter whether the 
tide is low or high. I know, because at low tide yesterday 
morning when a northeaster of fair proportions was churn- 
ing the surf to a fine lather, the fishing was excellent. 

All this information is given cheerfully without 
the asking, and the chief guarantee it carries is ex- 
ercise and a fine sun tan. 

Here’s a tip for your physical welfare at a beach. Keep 
your shirt on during the hot hours of the day, even on cloudy 
days. You may be surprised to learn that some of the finest 
cases of sunburn are painfully achieved when the sun isn’t 


visibly shining.
